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Average  net  income  of  farm  operators  from  agriculture  and  Government  payments 
in  the  United  States  in  191+5  was  about  2250  dollars  per  farm,  increasing  2  percent  over 
19'+'+.

It  is  nci;  expected  tliat  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  may 
total  as  much  as  10  percent  r.ore  than  the  20,7?1  million  dollars  received  last 
year.    G-rcss  farm,  income  •■ri.ll  prooably  show  a  similar  gain^ 'but  with  larger 
expenditures  for  feed,  la"bor,  and  other  production  items,  operators'  net  in-^ 
come  is  likelv  to  show. a  slightly  sms21er  relative,  increase.     Since  farm,  pro- 
duction for  sale  and  home  consumption  in  I9U6  is  expected  to  total  ahout  the 
saTie  as  in  1945,  the  increase  in  farm,  income  this  year  is  l3,rgely  a  reflection 
CI  higher  average  prices. 

Prelim.inary  Estimates  for  the  Eirst  7  Months 

Frclir.in^xy  estimates  indicate  tliat  cash  receipts  from  farm,  marketings 
durinr  the  first  7  months  of  19^6  were  approxim.ately  11  .0  hillion  dollars,  as 
compai^ed  v/ith  10.6  "billion  received  in  the  same  period  last  year.  Hecelpts 
from  livestock  and  livestock  products  were  a"bout  the  sarie  as  last  year,  with 
meat  ajiimals,  dairy  products,  and  poialtr;^-  products  all  close  to  19^5  levels. 
Crop  receipts  for  the  sam.e  period  showed  a  gain  of  ahout  3  percent  over  last 
year,  as  receipts  from,  wheat  and  soybeans  rose  sha.rply*- 

Frelim.inary  Estimates  for  July 

In  July,  cash  receipts  from  farm 'miarke tings  prohahly  totaled  more  than 
2  "billion  dollars.     'This  represents  a  gain  of  a'bout  50  percent;  £vcn  the  June 
level,  and  a'bout  30  percent  above  July  of  last  year.     With  the  expiration  of 
price  control  on  June  30,  prices  received  for  farm,  products  in  July  averaged 
12  percent  "nigher  than  in  June,  but  m.cst  of  the  increase  in  receipts  was  the 
result  of  increased  m'a,rketings.     As  a  group,  livestock  and  products  benefited 
considerahly  more  than  crops  from  price  increases,     lart  of  the  increase  in

50  percent 
above  the  June  level.    Marketings  of  r.eat  animals,   curtailed  before  July  1, 
soon  after  began  to  pick  up,  and,  v/ith  higher  prices,  cash  receipts  from  meat 
anLmals  in  July  were  twice  as  great  as  in  June,    ^ilthough  dairy  su'b sidles  were 
discontinued  on  June  30,  retail  prices  for  dairy  products  on  most  markets 
increar^ed  sharply  in  July,   so  that  unit  returns  to  producers  were  approximate- 
ly m.aintalned  at  the  June  level.     This  resulted,  hov;ever,   in  a  contraseasonal 
increase  in  receipts  from,  dairy  products  i.n  July  over  June  of  ahout  13"  percent, 
as  June  subsidies  on  dair.y  products  were  included  in  Government  payments 
while  cas"n  receipts  from,  miarketing  of  dairy  products  in  July  reflected  the 
higher  prices.    Total  receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  showed  a  gain  of  about

Preliminary  Es t inat e s  _£or  June 

Total  cash  receipts  from  fam  r:\arketi::gs  in  June  are  estiinated  at 
1,495  nillion  dollars,  4  percent  less  th^an  in  lay.  This  cliange  is  contrary 
to  the  usual  seasonal  increase  from  !!ay  to  June.  Receipts  from  livestock  and 
products  vrere  c51  nillion  dollars,  14  nnrcent  belovr  liay;  but  crop  receipts, 
amounting  to  642  million  dollars,  vrere  10  percent  above  I.lay.  Cash  receipts, 
from  mea.t  ani;aals  in  June  vrere  relatively  lov;,  as  tl^e  volume  of  marketings 
vras  reduced  in  anticipation  of  a  lapse  in  price  control.  Some  curtailment 
in  marketings  of  meat  animals  vra.s  evident  early  in  June,  and  by  the  end  of  the 
month  the  volume  of  marketings  had  been  sc^'eroly  reduced.

riorth  Atlantic  Region 

Cash  receipts  fron  crops  in  May  were  nearly  one-third  larger  than  in 
the  sane  nonth  Ipst  year.     G-reater  income  from  truck  crops,  potatoes,  straw- 
berries, and  tooacco  contriouted  substantially  to  this  change.    Decreases  in 
receipts  from  wholesale  nilk  in  all  States  except  Vermont  were  largely  re- 
sponsible for  the  decline  of  3  percent  in  income  from  livestock  and  products. 
Total  cash  receipts  increased  6  percent. 

Daring  the  first  5  months, total  cash  receipts  declined  6  percent.  A 
drop  of  S  percent  in  income  from  livestock  and  products  resulted  from  declines 
in  receipts  from,  all  commodity  groups,  particularly  meat  animals,    A  severe 
reduction  in  income  from  apples  was  nearly  offset  "by  increases  in  receipts  from 
truck  crops  and  other  crops. 

East  Iforth  Central  Region 

Cash  receipts  from  all  commodities  combined  increased  13  percent  in  May 
compared  vrith  May  19^5*    '^^le  sharp  rise  in  receipts  from  crops,  ar.ounting  to 
7"^  percent,  reflected  rather  pronoionced  increases  in  income  .from  corn,  soy- 
beans, and  wheat.     The  slight  upward  change  in  receipts  fromi  livestock  and 
products  was  not  significant.

Total  cash  receipts  gained  10  percent  in  Kay  over  May  19^5»     Cash  re- 
ceipts from,  wheat,  vrhich  v;ere  m.ore  than  tv.fice  as  large  as  last  year,  accounted 
for  m^ost  of  the  gain  of       percent  in  income  from  crops,    troncunced  declines 
in  receipts  from  cattle  and  butterfat  were  about  balanced  by  a  gain  for  hogs, 
and  income  from,  livestock  and  products  was  nearly  the  same  as  last  year. 

During  January-I^ay ,  total  cash  receipts  rose  6  percent  over  the  sain.e 
period  in  19'+5.     Increases  in  receipts  from  wheat;  oats,  and  soybeans  were 
especially  prominent,  and  total  crop  receipts  showed  a  gain  of  13  percent.  Live- 
stock and  products  made  a  5-percent  gain,  reflecting  a  sharp  rise  in  receipts 
from  hogs,  despite  substantial  decreases  in  receipts  from,  cattle  and  butterfat. 
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South  Atlantic  Region 

Income  from  crops  in  liay  v^as  23  percent  greater  than  in  the  same  month 
last  year,  the  principal  gain  teing  made  "oy  oranges.    Receipts  from  "broilers 
and  hogs  dropped  sharply,  and  income  from  livestock  and  products  declined  IS 
percent.     Total  cash  receipts  gained  only  2  percent. 

Prom  January  to  Hay,  cash  receipts  from  all  commodities  comlDined  declined  i 
10  percent.    Receipts  from  all  livestock  groups  declined,  resulting  in  a  21- 
percent  fall  for  total  livestock.     Crops  totaled  aooat  the  same  as  in  19^5» 
with  declines  in  receipts  from  tobacco,  cotton,  and  apples  offsetting  increases 
in  income  from  oranges,  truck  crops,  and  corn. 

South  Central  S^Sio^^ 

Straw"berr.ies  v;ere  largely  responsilDle  for  the  gain  of  ik  percent  in  re- 
ceipts from  crops  in  May  over  May  19^5 •     Cattle,  Dutterfat,  and  eggs  accounted 
for  most  of  the  drop  of  11  percent  in  income  from,  livestock  and  products.  A 
decline  of  2  percent  was  shovm  in  total  cash  receipts. 

Tor  January-May,  total  cash  receipts  dropped  11  percent,  with  livestock 
and  crops  showing  ahout  the  same  percentage  change.    Receipts  from  tohacco, 
cotton,  hogs,  .cattle,  and  "butterfat  made  pronounced  declines. 

Western  Region 

An  increase  of  12  percent  in  crop  receipts  in  May  offset  a  decrease  of 
10  percent  in  livestock  receipts,  compared  vith  May  194-5.     Receipts  from  viheat 
rose  sharply,  ',/hile  receipts  from  turkeys,  sheep  and  lamhs,  and  cattle  and 
calves  declined.

Realized  net  income  of  farm  operators  per  farm  continued  to  increape 
in  19^5       ^  majority  of  the  States,  and  a  i^ain  of  2  percent  over  19^^  was 
made  for  the  country  as  a  whole.    Only  tv;o  re{^ions  failed  to  show  an  increase — 
the  South  Central  and  Western  Regions.    G-ainc;  were  made  in  other  regions 
ranging  from  3  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  to  13  percent  in  the  West 
Horth  Central  Region. 

A  significant  increase  in  rea-lized  net  income  per  farm  occurred  in 
ahout  half  the  States;  one-fourth  of  the  States  showed  significant  declines; 
and  the  other  one-fourth  showed  relativel.7  little  change.     Tohacco  receipts 
were  largely  responsihle  for  a      -percent  increase  in  net  income  -oev  farm  in 
Connecticut  and  a  21-percent  increase  in  Kentucky;  com  and  wheat  receipts 
contrihuted  heavily  to  a  31-percent  rain  in  Nehraska.  and  30  percent  in  South 
Dakota;  and  a  3^-percent  incre?„se  in  Hevada  was  largely  accounted  for  hy 
receipts  from  cattle  and  calves.    Sharpest  declines  occurred  in  South 
Carolina  (22  percent),  Mississippi  (19  percent),  Arkansas  (16  p--?rcent), 
Montana  (16  percent),  and  Ilainc  (16  percent).    The  short  cotton  crop  accouhtcd 
for  most  of  the  decrease  in  net  income  per  farm  in  the  first  three  States;  the 
decline  in  Montana  was  due  largely  to  a  reduced  wheat  crop;  and  in  Maine, 
increased  laoor  costs  and  other  operating  expenses  more  than  offset  a  slight 
increase  in  gross  income. 

In  19^5»  avera-Te  net  income  per  farm  ranged  from  $6,051  in  California  and 
$5i039  in  Arizona  to    $93U  in  I-iississip'oi  and  SSgG  in  Vfest  Virginia.  The 
eleven  States  with  averages  "below  $1,^00  were  found  in  the  South  and  in  New 
England.     There  wefe  also  eleven  States  v;ith  avera:^s  of  more  than  $3,500. 
Most  of  these  were  in  the  VJest,  Vut  Delawa.re  and  Florida  were  also  in  this 
group. 

The  accompanying  tahles  pre'-ent  State  estimates  of  gross  income, 
production  exoenses,  and  realized  net  income  of  farm  operators  from  farming 
in  19^5>  with  revisions  for  19^3  '"^d  19^^.    Estimates  of  net  income  per  farm 
are  averages  ohtained  ly  dividing  the  State  totals  hy  the  estimated  numher 
of  farms  in  each  State.    As  such,  they  orovide  a  rzood  :a.sis  for  over-all 
comparisons  among  States,  and  indicate  y^^ar-to-year  changes  within  each 
State,     It  should  "be  recognized,  however,  that  very  few  farmers  in  any  State 
actually  received  net  incomes  equal  to  the  average  shown  for  their  State. 
Some  may  have  received  considera'hlj'-  r.ore,  "tut  others  v;ill  have  received 
mTi.ch  less. 

Changes  in  net  inr^ome  per  farm  may  result  from  changes  in  (l)  cash 
receipts  from  marketings,   (2)  norjaon-y  income,  (3)  production  expenses, 
(U)  Goverhment  payments,  and  (5)  numher  of  farms.     The  influence  of  these 
various  factors  on  net  incomes  in  19^5  is  discussed  "oolow  in  that  order. 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings 

Total  cash  receipts  for  the  United  States  increased  3  percent  in 
19^5  over  19^^t  and  percentage  cliemges  rangP'd  hy  regions  from  a  decline  of 
U  percent  in  the  South  Central  Region  to  a  gain  of  6  percent  in  the  Korth 
Atlantic,  West  North  Central,  and  South  Atlantic  Regions.     Eor  the  country 
as  a  whole,  receipts  from  crops  in  19^5  were  atout  the  same  as  in  19^^>  '^'^^ 
receipts  from  livestock  and  products  v;ere  5  percent  higher. 
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In  the  Forth  Atlantic  Region,  receipts  from  crops  in  19^5  were  slightly 
less  tron  in  19^-'-,  TDut  increases  for  to"bacco  in  Connecticut  and  Massachusetts 
r-'jsultcd  in  incr-rpses  in  totpl  crop  receipts  in  those  States.     Cash  receipts 
fron  livestock  and  products  shov;ed  an  increase  of  9  percent  in  the  ITorth 
Atlantic  P-Dr-'-.ion.    Receipts  froii^  livestock  and  products  ?:a,ined  in  all  States 
in  the  rr.^ion,  the  dncreascs  ranging  fron  5  percent  in  Uev;  Jersey  to  12 
percent  in  Ma^ssarhusetts  ajid  Rhode  Island.    Ifearly  all  States  shov;ed  increases 
in  receipts  from  meat  aniriols,  poultry  and  eggs,  and  dairy  products. 

Crop  receipts  in  the  Ha.st  Forth  Central  Region  in  19^'+5  were  approxi- 
aa.tely  the  saxae  as  in  IPV-J-,  hut  substantial  sains  in  receipts  fron  wheat  and 
corn  led  the  v.T.y  to  an.  increase  of  18  percent  in  Indiana,  v:hile  decrep.ses  in 
receipts  fron  apples  and  dry  edilrle  "beans  acco^jinted  for  :?.ost  of  the  1^  per- 
cent drop  in  Michigan,    Receipts  fron  livestock  and  products  in  19^5  were  2 
percent  ahore  ipUU,     Increases  in  receipts  fron  cattle  and  calves,  dairy 
jDroducts,  and  eg.~s  were  nearly  offset  "by  a  shcarp  drop  in  receiptn  fron  bogs. 

Crop  receipts  in  the  I'Jest  Forth  Central  Region  v/ere  1^  percent  greater 
than  in  19^'-^j  v;ith  com  accounting  for  nost  of  the  gain.    While  cattle  and 
calves  shoiv-ed  suhrtantial  rains,  hogs  declined  sha.rply,  so  that  total  live- 
stock receipts  were  only  3  percent  atove  the  year  "before. 

In  the  South  Atlantic  Region,  crop  receipts  in  19^+?  vrere  3  percent 
greater  than  in  IP^-J-^-i-,    Receipts  fron  to'ccco  ^;ained  su'bstantially  in  all 
tob<acco«oroducir-g  States,     The  short  cotton  cro^:,  on  the  other  hand,  resulted 
in  a  large  decline  in  cotton  recf^ipts.     Cash  receipts  fron  livestock  and 
product"  ir.crersed  11  percent  in  19^5»     Increased  receipts  fron  "broilers  in 
all  States,  particularly  Delav/are,  accounted  for  nost  of  the  11-percent 
gain  in  receipts  fron  livestock  and  products. 

Crop  receipts  in  the  South  Centra.1  Region  in  19^5  were  11  percent 
telov/  19^^,  ?-s  a  ?harp  drop  in  incone  fron  cotton  v/r^s  only  partly  offset  "by 
to'cacco  receipts.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  products  increased  5  percent 
in  19^5'-     Su"bstantial  gains  v/ore  nade  in  cattle  and  calves,  "but  decreases 
v;ore  shov;n  for  hogs  in  all  States, 

In  the  Tvestern  Region,  crop  receipts  in  19^5  were  a'rout  the  sane  as 
in  19'"^^.    Receipts  fron  livestock  and  products  increased  6  percent,  reflect- 
ing the  rise  in  receipts  fron  cattle  and  calves  and  the  drop  in  receipts 
fron  hogs, 

Fonnoney  incone 


ITonnoney  incone  includes  the  value  of  hone  consunption  and  the  rental 
value  of  farn  d'-ellings.     The  total  \'alue  of  farn  products  consuned  in  farn 
house'.olds  in  19''+5  was  5  percent  a"bove  19^4^,     Increases  occurred  in  all 
regions,  v;ith  a  na.xinun  of  S  percent  in  the  West  Forth  Central  Region.  By 
States,   the  value  of  hone  consunption  showed  the  largest  percentage  increases 
in  Fevada.,  Virginia,  Kentucky,  and  Fehraska.,     The  total  rental  value  of  f-arn 
hones  in  195^5  v^s  S  percent  higher  thcan  in  I9UU.  " 

Production  ex^ocnses 

Average  production  expenses  per  firn  for  the  country  as  a  v/hole  in- 
creased 5  percent  in  19^5*     Increases  'occurred  in  all  regions  except  the 
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East  ITorth  Central  Region,  where  production  e>'p"n?cs  per  fnrn  wpre  atout  the 
same  as  in  19^^.     The  largest  relative  increr^e,  9  percent,  occurred  in  the 
South  Atlantic  Region,    All  States  in  -^his  region  showed  sul:rtantial  increases 
except  1','est  Virginia,  v.'here  a  slight  decline  v-as  registered;  incr?'^ses  in  bhe 
other  States  ranged  up  to  21  percent  in  Delavrare. 

Changes  in  total  ercponditurer.  for  some  of  the  important  f arm~prodtiction 
copts  help  to  explain  changes  in  psr-farm  erpenses.     Totp.l  expenditures  for 
livestock  v/ere  31  percent  larger  in  19'-^5  than  in  19^-^^.     Increases  of  "7  percent 
and  51  percent  occurred  in  the  South  Atlantic  and  the  V'estGrn  Regions  respec- 
tively, v/ith  smaller  grains  in  other  regions.     The  largest  increases  emong 
individual  States  vrere  in  Arizona,  Tennessee,  Lousiana,  Kentucky,  and  Calif orxda. 

Tot^.l  lahor  costs,  including  cash  vrpgos  and  the  value  of  parauisites, 
were  atout  ^  percent,  hifrher  in  19^5  than  in  19^^o     Increases  v;ere  especially 
large. in  the  ITorth  Atlantic  and  Ifcstem  Regions,  with  gains  of  12  percent 
nnd  9  percent  respectively.     Sn/xller  incroas-s  occurred  in  the  Soutji  AtJ'^Jitic 
and  South  Central  Regions,  v;hile  the  East  ICorth  Central  and  West  ITorth  Central 
Regions  shov;ed  slighf .decrcp-sos,    ry  States,  percentage  increases  in  lalDor 
costs  v;ere  largrst  in  Florida,  Hew  York,  Washingtonj  California,  end  Texe^s. 

Charges  for  maintenance  and  deprecietion  of  farm  "buildings,  m.otor 
vehicles,  end  ot}ier  machinery  and  eev-ip;;'.ent  in  the  country  as  a  v;hole  increased 
6  percent  in  19^^  over  19^'4,     The  changes  "by  regions  were  a_"jite  uniform,  with 
increases  ra»nging  from  5  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  to  7  percent  in 
the  Horth  Atlantic  and  East  ITorth  Central  Reeiions.     Increrees  were  especially 
large  in  Missouri  and  ilichigpji. 

Total  e:<penditures  on   rurchesed  feed  in  the  Hnited  St-etes  decre-'sed 
e.bout  h  percent  in  19^?  compared  with  19^^.     The  crc^test  re.Tional  decline 
was  12  percent  in  the  West  iCorth  Centrel  F.e-~ion.     Smaller  percentage  decreaser. 
were  evident  in  the  East  Forth  Centrel,  South  Central,  and  Western  Regions, 
The  cost  of  purchased  feed  was  sli,-htly  hirher  in  the  ITorth  and  South  Atlentic 
Regions. 

Motor-vehicle  operati'^n  costs  were  5  percent  ereater  in  I'^Ub  than  in 
19^5*     There  v/as  a  slight  decrease  in  the  West  ITorth  Centre.l  Region,  tut  in- 
creases were  shov;n  in  '^11  other  re-'i'^ns.     The  l-ar^est  increase  v;as  in  the 
East  ITorth  C-entral  Region. 

G-overrxment  pa.-.Tnents 

G-overnment  ■oa;','7nentp  included  these  originating  v/ith  the  Agriculturel 
Conservation  Program.,  the  Sugar  Act,  and  the  parity  programs,  and  also  the  ;oro— 
duction  payments  for  dairy  Products,  "beef,  sheep  and  lamts,  pot-^toes,  and  truck 
crops.     Tote.l  G-overnment  pa^/Tnents  to  fnrm  operators  declined  ahout  H  percent  in 
19^5  ^"'•s  compared  v/ith  19^U.     Sharp  reductions  occurred  in  the  South  Atlantic 
and  South  Central  Regions,  and  smaller  declines  vrere  registered  in  the  ITorth 
Atlantic  and  Western  Regions.     Increases  v;ere  shovm  in  the  Ee.st  ITorth  Central 
and  West  ITorth  Central  Regions,  where  higher  rates  of   \a.ve:ient  for  dairy  produc- 
tion were  of  consideml'le  importance.     On  a  State  tasis,   the  largest  increa.scs 
were  in  Wyoming,  ITevade.,  Wicconsin,  Iov;a,  and  Mirxnesota,  and  the  sharpest  declines 
v;ere  in  n^rth  and  South  Carolina,  Mississi  "ipi,  Alr"^  ama,  Arkansas,  and  Maine, 
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ITun'ber  of  farms 

ITet  incone  per  farm  is  aif-'ctcd  not  only  "by  changes  in  gross  income  and 
production  expenses,  iDut  also  "by  chanties  in  the  nxintc-r  of  farms  having  a  share 
in  the  total.    From  one  year  to  the  next,  however,  changes  in  the  man'ber  of 
fams  are  likely  to  "be  rplatively  sn.all.     For  the  United  States  as  a  v;hole,  the 
nimoer  of  farms  declined  slightly  in  I'Oth  I9UU  and  19^5* 

In  the  accompanying  taoles,  the  data  presented  on  a  per-farn  basis  reflc 
revisions  in  the  estimates  numbers  of  farms  in  those  years,  as  veil  as  re""ision 
in  total  income  R,nd  expenditures.    Estimates  of  the  number  of  farms  -vere  ba'-cd 
on  preliminary  indications  from  the  19^5  Census  of  Agriculture. 

Compr.rison  with  other  incone  series 

Estimates  of  n'?t  income  for  the  United  States  as  sho^ra.  in  this  report 
differ  slightly,  and  estimates  of  c^sh  receipts,  gross  income,  and  production 
expenses  differ  more  noti'^eably,  from  those  shovm.  in  the  June  issue  of  the  Farm 
Income  Situation.    There  arc  tv;o  reasons  for  th=se  discrepancies,  v/hich  are 
mutually  offsetting  to  s'^me  extent  os  far  as  net  income  is  concerned.     (l)  Pur- 
chase of  hatching  eggs  is  counted  as  a  production    xpense  in  the  State  series 
shown  here,  but  has  not  yet  been  incorporated  in  the  United  States  series. 
(2)  In  the  United  States  scries,  no  account  is  takron,  in  either  income  or 
expenditures,  of  sales  and  :urcha,ses  -^f  day-old  chicks.     In  the  State  series, 
hovrever,  since  salrs  ty  one  State  may  meati  'ourch'^ses  for  rijiother  State,  both 
cash  receipts  and  livestock  purchases  are  -^d.iusted  to  i:i-lude  day-old  chicks. 
As  some  of  the  chicks  are  -urcha.sed  b,y  nonfarm:rs,  rcceir^ts  from  this  source 
are  a  little  larger  than  expenditures,  so  that  net  income  is  ra.ised  by  the 
amoiont  of  that  difference. 

The  diff-:-rence  b?tv:een  estimates  of  c-  sh  receipts  from  farm  marketings, 
by  States,  as  sho\vn  here,  and  those  on  pages  10-11  of  this  report  and  in  the 
April  issue,  is  the  amount  of  r^-coipts  from  day-old  chicks. 

The  follov;ing  tables  sup  rsede  those  incl-rded  in  the  July  19^5  Farm 
Income  Situation.     They  bring  up  to  date  sidil-.r  data  contained  in  Part  YI, 
Section  1  of  Inc&me  Parity  for  Agriculture,  entitled  "ITet  Income  and  Production 
Expenses  of  Farm  Operators  by  States,  Calendar  Years  I929,  1939-^U."  Esti- 
mates for  19^3  fi-nd  19UJj-  in  the  latter  report  are  revised  herewith,  and  esti- 
mates for  I9U5  are  added.
